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THE Harter bill of lading came up be- 
fore the senate committee on commerce 
on January 26th. This committee con- 
sisted of Senators Frye of Maine, Jones 
of Nevada, Dolph of Oregon, Sawyer of 
Wisconsin, Cullom of Illinois, Washburn 
of Minnesota, Quay of Pennsylvania, 
Ransom of North Carolina, Coke of 
Texas, Vest of Missouri and Gorman of 
Maryland. Thanks to the efforts made 
by the millers, most of these gen- 
tlemen were well posted as to the im- 
portance of the bill to the réal shippers, 
and a very large majority of them 
were firmly convinced that the~ pres- 
ent bill of lading was radically wrong 
and should be regulated by congress, and 
were therefore favorable to the measure, 
either as it stood or inan amended shape. 
Of course, the steamship interest was 
represented before the committee. The 
millers present were Messrs. Pillsbury, 
Martin, Bell, Sammis and Campbell, all 
of Minnesota, and all thoroughly posted, 
if not on maritime matters, at least on 
the Captain Kidd bill of lading, and the 
outrages and injustices worked under its 
protecting wing. Mr. Harter and Mr. 
Lind were on hand, asa matter of course. 

x * *¥ 

AS PREDICTED in our last issue, the 
steamship people were ready with the 
New York Produce Exchange bill of lad- 
ing, with all its endorsements of alleged 
shippers. This they were quite willing 
to put in force, thereby expecting to fully 
Satisfy the western shippers, and induce 


once, however, the name of the produce 
exchange was powerless to conjure with. 
As one of the leading millers expressed it: 
“We told them they had sinned away 
their day of grace. For years we had 
been trying to get them to meet us half 
way—to give us any kind of a bill of lad- 
ing which would be animprovement over 
the present one. All our efforts were un- 
availing; they had no time to listen to 
us. Had this produce exchange bill been 
offered us a few years back, we would 
have been only too glad to have accepted 
it, but, having been forced to appeal to 
congress for justice, we now proposed to 
accept nothing else. It was toolatenow 
for half-way measures.” 
* O* * 

The attempt to foist the New York 
Produce Exchange bill on the committee, 
as a substitute measure, fell flat, but a 
patient hearing was given the steamship 
interest and its just claims duly consid- 
ered. As a result, the Harter bill was 
amended as to some of its details, by con- 
currence of all. As amended, the bill was 
unanimously recommended to thesenate. 
Mr. Harter, writing the Northwestern 
Miller on the subject, says: “Bill will go 
through amended. TI left the amend- 
ments in the hands of Mr. Pillsbury and 
the other millers, all to be approved by 


approved by them.

THE bill, as amended, we will publish 
in our next issue. As it stands, it is a 
stronger and better bill than before in 
some respects, because it is entirely fair, 
both to the steamship lines and the ship- 
pers. At the same time, the latter have 
lost no advantage secured to them by the 
original bill, so far as we are able to see. 
Briefly, when this bill becomes a law, it 
will be unlawful for the shipowner to in- 
sert in any bill of lading any clause 
whereby he shall be relieved from liabili- 
ty for loss or damage arising from negli- 
gence, fault or failure, in proper loading, 
stowage, custody, care or proper delivery 
of any merchandise committed to his 
charge. Any and all words or clauses of 
such import inserted in bills of lading or 
shipping receipts shall be null and void 
and of no effect. By its provisions, it will 
be impossible to shift the responsibility, 
which is the chief curse of the document 
now in use. Between the insurance com- 
pany and the steamship’s responsibility, 
the shipper and receiver will be fully 
and adequately protected. This bill 
makes it the duty of the shipowner 
to issue a shipping document, stat- 
ing, among other things, the marks 
necessary for identification, number 
of packages or quantity, whether it 
be carriers’ or shippers’ weight, and the 
condition of the merchandise covered by 
it. This document shall be prima facie 
evidence of the receipt of merchandise 
therein described. It provides that fora 
violation of the provisions of the act, the 
shipowner shall be liable to a fine not ex- 
ceeding two thousand dollars; that the 
amount of the fine aud costs shall bea 
lien upon his vessel, which may be libeled 
therefor, in any district court of the 
United States within whose jurisdiction 
the vessel may be found. 

« * * 


THE amendments to the bill must be 
concurred in by the house. Then it will 
be passed by the senate, and, with the 
president’s signature, it will become a 
law. It is possible that within sixty 
days the measure will go into effect, and 
the revision of the present bill of lading 
must promptly follow. Then, indeed, we 
will bid a long farewell to the iniquitous 
Captain Kidd document, against which 
we have been waging unrelenting and 
uncompromising war for so many years. 
We will not anticipate the genuine joy 
which will radiate from the Northwest- 
ern Miller on the day when its old and 
stubborn enemy—the present export bill 
of lading—shall have finally. been laid 
away in that place to which it should 
have been relegated many years ago— 
the archives of the past. We arecontem- 
plating a decoration of every page with 
a triumphant eagle, which, with wings 
outstretched, shall all but utter its shrill 
scream of victory. We are thinking of 
placing our Cupid in an attitude expres- 
sive of an abandon of joy. Powder and 
fireworks and unlimited enthusiasm shall 
abound, for, at last, a great step forward 
will have been made toward the over- 
coming of the enemies of the trade. But, 
perhaps, before we express ourselves 
further, we had better await the full 
realization of our long-deferred and pa- 
tiently-nourished hope.

THE LATE H. W. PRATT. 


In the death of Mr. Harace W. Pratt, 
which occurred on Jan. 10, the grain trade 
of the northwest lost one of its most not- 
able pioneers, and the city of Minneapolis 
a most worthy and admirable citizen. 

At the time of its occurrence the North- 
western Miller referred to the death of 
Mr. Pratt and briefly told the story of 
his life. Such was the character of the 
deceased, however, that a more than pass- 
ing notice is fit and proper for these col- 
umus. We have been at some pains, 
therefore, to obtain a portrait of Mr. 
Pratt, which is considered by his friends 
as an excellent Jikeness, and this, with 
the sketch of his career herewith given, is 
a slight tribute to the memory of a man 
whose influence was a force in the com- 
mercial community in which he moved, 
whose characteristics were such as to 
endear him to those whom he knew, and 
to win for him not only the warmest 
good will, but the respect and confidence 
of all with whom he came in contact, 
both in and out of business. 

Horace W. Pratt, lies at rest in Lake- 
wood cemetery, afar from the busy tem- 
ple of commerce wherein he exercised a 
potent influence, but it will be long be- 
fore his memory will fade from the minds 
of those who knew him. He sleeps his 
last long slumber not far from the rest- 
ing-place of John Crosby, another of the 
rugged, strong characters who contrib- 
uted so much.to the upbuilding of the 
northwest. 

The men who came early to Minnesota 
and gave of their strength to her devel- 
opment, did work which later genera- 
tions should honor. Mr. Pratt was a 
pioneer in the grain trade, and, as he 
built up his own fortunes, he was never 
too keen or too busy to help others. His 
assistance in time of need was given to 
many, for he was of a generous nature. 
Quiet and unostentatious in manner, he 
did not thrust himself forward, although 
there were times in his career when, had 
he desired it, the honors of place were 
easily within his grasp. He had, evident- 
ly, no ambition in this direction, but pre- 
ferred to pursue theeven tenor of his way. 
A clear-headed man, just and scrupulous- 
ly honest and honorable, he wronged no 
man, hor was his upward progress made 


by treading others beneath his feet. 
Wealth and influence did not change 
him. He was clear-sighted and capable 


of vigorous broadmindedness; not over- 
fond of speech, yet, when he had aught to 
say, it was pertinent and marked by 
good, strong sense. In his time, many 
appealed to him, but none in vain. 

Latterly, ill health laid its heavy hand 
upon him, ‘and, during the past few years 
of his life, he lost much of the vigor which 
before that time was a distinguishing 
characteristic of the man. He was an in- 
timate friend of the late F.C. Pillsbury. 
The two had many tastes in common 
and were drawn much together. Since 
the sudden death of Mr. Pillsbury, which 
Mr. Pratt felt acutely, it was evident to 
those who knew both, that the surviving 
friend missed the other daily and seemed 
to feel lost and lonely without him. Less 
than a year ago, both men were alive 
and together, but the places that knew 
them then, shall know them no more for- 
ever, save in the loving and kindly mem- 
ories of their friends. 

In the little world wherein business is 
the keynote of daily life, the presence and 
influence of a man who is felt to be of 
kindly heart is prized and valued, and 
when that presence has gone men feel the 
loss deeply and keenly, think of it often, 
and mourn truly and faithfully in their 
hearts, although they say but little out- 
wardly and the inexors ible round of busi- 
ness life goes on apparently quite the 
same. Many miss and mourn Mr. Pratt, 
and will be slow to forget him. We do 
do not speak of those who, by reason of 
ties of blood, feel his loss more keenly, 
but only of the larger class who met him 
in commercial circles. Upon this class 
he left an impress and upon his time the 
value of his character and work. He was 
and is not. This is the story of all lives 
in five words; yet he that was honest, 
honorable, generous and kindly deserves 
and truly receives lasting remembrance, 
and for his living and being the world he 
knew is better. 

¥* * 

Mr. Pratt was the son of a well-to-do 

farmer and was born at Westfield, Chau- 

tauqua county, New York, Aug. 8, 1833. 
He received his education at Alfred semi- 
nary, remaining at home until 1852, 
when he went to La Porte, Ind. Herehe 
taught schooland studied law until 1853, 
when he removed to La Crosse, Wis., en- 
tering into a law partnership. In 1856 
he removed to Mantorville, Minn., and 
bought a one-third interest in the town 
site. In 1857 he was admitted to the 
bar and for ten years practiced law in 
Dodge county, serving as judge of pro- 
bate from 1857 to 1862. In November, 
1862, he was married to Miss Imogene 
Theyer. 





In 1867 he went to Owatonna, where 








he engaged in the grain trade, doing an 
extensive business along the line of the 
Milwaukee railway. Removing to Fari- 
bault in 1877, he continued in the same 
business and soon became known as one 
of the leading citizens of that place, tak- 
ing an active and energetic part in every- 
thing which pertained to its best interests. 
About 1882 he was elected mayor of the 
city, and made a most efficient officer. 

He came to Minneapolis in 1882, and, 
forming a partnership with G. W. Porter, 
soon became one of the most influential 
and highly-esteemed members of the cham- 
ber of commerce. He was one of C. A. 
Pillsbury’s closest business associates in 
the operation of elevators here, and, as 
president of the Union Elevator Co. and 
vice president of the Empire and Atlantic 
elevator companies, wielded exceptional 
power in elevator circles. For about a 
year past, he had been largely interested 
in the Pettijohn Breakfast ‘F ood Co., and 
took an active part in the conduct of 
that company’s affairs. Four years ago 
he served one term as president of the 
Minnesota agricultural society, and the 
organization flourished and prospered un- 
der his administration. He was a man 
who highly prized fine horses, and he was 
the owner of more than one whose at- 
tainments in speed were beyond medivc- 
rity. In such matters he found the late 
F.C. Pillsbury a congenial spirit, and oft- 
en they traveled about together to wit- 
ness the performances of favorite horses. 

His death occurred Jan. 10, the cause 
being heart trouble. Hisillness was only 
of a few days’ duration, and the an- 
nouncement Of its fatal termination came 
with a great shock to his numerous 
friends. 

Mr. Pratt was a man whose sterling 
traits of character were admired every- 
where. Those who had known him 
longest are the most pronounced in their 
testimony to his sturdy and estimable 
qualities, both in business and private 
life. His wife and a daughter and son 
survive him. 





MILLING IN CHILE. 
[Special Correspondence. | 

In 1885, after leaving my apprentice- 
ship and being in full charge of the Ash- 
ley mill, Bedford, England, I met a gen- 
tleman by the name of Jose Bunster, a 
Chilian, who went at that time by the 
name of the Chilian wheat king, and who 
at present has the name of the milling 
king of Chile. By him I was engaged to 
go to Chile, to take charge of the only 
roller mill he had running at that time. 
This mill was built by the John T. Noye 
Co., Buffalo, N. Y., and spoke for the cred- 
it of that firm. After serving as head 
miller in that mill for a short time, and 
letting Mr. Bunster see that I knew a lit- 
tle about milling and mill building, I was 
appointed superintendent of the five mills 
which he owned at that time. 

In the town of Collipulli,in thesouth of 
Chile, Mr. Bunster Owns a water power 
of 340 feet fall. Thewater he brings in a 
canal from the river Renaico and empties 
it into the Malleco, thecanal being 30 miles 
in length. This magnificent fall of water 
Mr. Bunster decided to put to more use 
than to run a small buhr mill, and ap- 
pointed me to plan and diagram a 150 
bbl complete mill on the roller system 
for which the building was erected. I 
sailed to Europe Feb. 24, 1887, and, aft- 
er inspecting the working of the different 
makers’ machinery, decided@upon the out- 
fit and placed the work in the hands of a 
prominent millbuilding firm. On Christ- 
mas day of the same year the mill began 
to grind, and, strange to say, that mill 
was so successfully Operated as to make 
$57,000 in the first twelve months’ run. 

After this mill had run a month, Mr. 
Bunster came to inspect it, and was so 
much satisfied with the workmanship, 
smooth and noiseless running of the ma- 
chinery and even flow of the stock, to- 
gether with the percentage and quality, 
that he gave me instructions to plan and 
diagram two more complete mills, to re- 
place two of his buhr mills. These two 
IT had running within 18 months, to his 
entire satisfaction. 

The first mill I gave 50 feet fall, an 18 
inch turbine and 700 cubic feet of water. 
The last twohad 25 and 27 feet fall, 3012 
inch Leffel turbines and 1,800 and 2,000 
cubic feet of water per minute. The two 
mills last built were of 150 and 250 bbls 
capacity. 





In March, 1890, I resigned my engage- 
ment with Mr. Bunster and went into 


business on my ow n account, joining a 
Chilian family on 25 per cent of the prof- 
its of a 250 bbl mitt which I built com- 
plete, but with the spare timeI needed to 
erect other mills. There I remained until 
the revolution of 1891 broke out. My 
partner's family were supporters of Bal-

The foreign 
trade is very dull. Nevertheless, a limited 
amount of business is being done right 
along and the demand for bakers’ com- 
pares very well with that for patent. It 
is, however, difficult to keep this grade 
cleaned up. Searcely anything can be 
done in low grades abroad, better prices 
being obtainable in this country. The 
advance in feed has made a better de- 
mand for red dog, and millers have, in 
consequence, stiffened up quotations. Di- 
rect export shipments by the mills last 
week were 41,025 bbls, against 55,225 
bbls the preceding week.

It can not be said that there is much 
improvement in the wheat market here. 
The chief feature this week has been the 
revival in the continental demand, but 
this was chiefly for spring delivery, and 
it has not lasted long. Buyers here, in 
fact, watch the American markets as they 
never watched them before, and, as they 
(the American markets), seem to incline 
more to weakness than tostrength, there 
is no confidence in any immediate sub- 
stantial improvement. There was a 
slight spurt last week, whenit was feared 
that the French crop had suffered from 
the severe weather, but there seems to 
have been very little ground for these ap- 
prehensions, ‘and the advent of milder 
weather has brought about the same in- 
disposition for business which had exist- 
ed so long. 

Meanwhile, we are gradually reducing 

our stocks to more moderate dimensions. 

During the past three weeks, in fact, they 

have been drawn upon to the extent of 

400,000 qrs, and they do not now exceed, 

in first hands, 3,300,000 grs, of which, 

however, over one-third consists of flour. 

There never was, indeed, so large a stock 

of flour as is now held in our ports, and 

it is becoming a rather serious question 
with us, formuch of the flour thus held is 
of such inferior quality that nobody will 
buy it, at any price.

May wheat closed 1c lower last ight 
than it did a week ago, while spot grain 
was only Ye lower, showing compara- 
tive steadiness in the latter. The differ- 
ence in favor of May is about 2e only, 
which promises to be gradually lost in 
afew weeks. As track wheat, in the na- 
tural order of values, will pass May in 
price, before that month, the latter must 
decline further as track grain appreciates. 
That is, track grain must naturally gain 
some 3@4e yet, compared with May, to 
put it in its normal position on May 1. 
Flour buyers are too apt to look at the 
price of May wheat, in figuring on the 
probable cost of flour. May wheat 
closed last night at 7O0\%c; cash wheat at 
68e. Ifcash wheat on track remains at 
68ce until May 1, and the latter falls to 
its relative position, it will sell at about 
66c, or will decline 4c. If the decline 
in May wheat is used as the basis 
for expecting a decline in the price of 
flour, the expectation is in error, 
for flour is not manufactured from 
futures, and the grain flour is made from 
would be no lower. The cost of flour 
would consequently be unchanged at the 
mills. That wheat in store is not ex- 
pected to fall to 66c¢ in May, is attested 
by the prices buyers are paying now, and 
there is no better way to get just conclu- 
sions as to future values than to observe 
the basis upon which purchases and sales 
are made. Upon that foundation there 
is reason to look rather for appreciation 
in flour values than depreciation. There 
is as much reason, perhaps, to contend 
that May will advance as that it will de- 
cline, but it may even decline 2@3c, and 
yet cash wheat, which flouris madefrom, 
advance 1@2c, making the cost of flour 
higher than it is now. It follows that 
there is sense in the position that flour is 
at the bottom of what may yet be avery 
low year in flour prices.. If the stocks of 
wheat in the warehoused supplies are 
taken as a basis from which to estimate 
prices of the cereal, or even to calculate 
the probable future of flour values, there 
is discouragement. On the other hand, 
there are offsets to such stocks that prob- 
ably balance them at the pivotal point 
of current values. Among the offsets are 
the present low prices, small supplies 
with farmers, and probable winter dam- 
age, of greater or less extent. 

The wheat movement, for the week end- 
ed Saturday, was 995,840 bus at Minne- 
apolis, against 1,111,366 bus the same 
week last year, and 92,609 bus at Du- 
luth, against 236,223 bus last year, mak- 
ing a decrease in ‘the northwest of 259, 
140 bus, as compared with last season. 
Chicago took more than three times as 
much as she did last year, or 1,158,535 
bus, against 349,075 bus. The other 
western markets took rather more this 
season than last, which the northwest 
could not do, as its warehouses are full. 
Altogether, the receipts were larger in the 
west than those of last year and theship- 
ments smaller, showing that the end of 
largecomparative receipts of wheat is not 
yetreached. Receipts attheseaboard are 
smaller, as western shipments are smaill- 
er, the latter depending upon the former. 
Atlantic exports are also smaller. There 
was, this season, the unprecedented fact 
of an increase of visible stocks in all 
the weeks of January, except as the last 
one was changed to adecrease through a 
fire at St. Louis. Bradstreet’s, that freak 
among statistical journals, came out to- 
day in a telegram with the statement 
that there was a decrease, this week, of 
2,225,000 bus in the available supply. 
It has made so many breaks recently 
that the effect was only upon those not 
familiar with its peculiarities. This, on 
top of finding an increase of 1,500,000 
bus last week, besides 4,650,000 bus. it 
found secreted somewhere, which had ac- 
cumulated in some company’s houses in 
a month, stamp it as about as careful in 
statistics as Josh Billings was in orthog- 
raphy. 

Today prices of wheat advanced, but 
just why they ‘were 4c higher here and 
more than 1¢ higher insome other places, 
it was difficult to know fully. The rush 
was to the buying side. Yesterday the 
anti-option bill went through the senate 
and this planet did not tip over. Per- 
haps that caused the rise, or, perhaps, 
sradstreet’s telegram caused it, or, pos- 
sibly, it was the result of fear of cold 
weather as affecting the winter wheat 
plant, under a covering of snow.

TRANSPORTATION MATTERS. 

East-bound traffic across Lake 
igan is reported to be badly retar’ 
by ice inthe lake. Notwithstandii. 
it is stated that considerable flour x 
ing shipped to Milwaukee, to go acrose 
lake, with a good deal of uncertainty as 
to when it will be forwarded. 

As far as surface indications show, 
east-bound rates on flour are firm and 
being maintained. In delving below the 
surface, however, facts are discovered 
that signify the existence of more or less 
manipulation and a feeling of uncer- 
tainty as to future rates. In some quar- 
ters it is quite positively asserted that 
the through all-rail rates to the Atlantic 
seaboard are being cut at least 2c per 
hundred, and perhaps more. That the 
2¢ differential across lake has been en- 
tirely withdrawn on flour where bulk is 
not broken, is also questioned. The 
lines guilty of such manipulations are 
probably the exception, but their com- 
petitors are likely to get tired of this sort 
of thing and to take a handin themselves. 

Ocean rates, on the whole, are not 
much changed. Some room is being en- 
gaged by country ; as well as Minnea apo- 
lis, millers, but it is mainly by those lines 
able to sani quotations a little better 
than the majority of -their competitors. 
Rates, via first one port and then anoth- 
er, show a temporary firmness, and this 
is presumed to be due to manipulation by 
the steamship lines. Through rates from 
Minneapolis obtainable Wednesday for 
prompt shipment, compared with those 
of a vear ago, were, in cents per 100 Ibs:

The flour market has ruled dull and 
featureless this week. Mills generally are 
offering concessions, but their action has 
failed to stimulate trading to any extent. 
Here and there something has been done, 
of course, but, on the whole, the week 
has been an exceedingly unsatisfactory 
one. The weather has become warm and 
springlike, much to the delight and com- 
fort of everybody, but, as considerable 
ice is still in the bay and rivers, naviga- 
tion remains partially closed, notwith- 
standing. This makes business awfully 
dull, but, with another week of this kind 
of weather, the boats would resume work 
and our jobbers would be enabled to get 
off the orders which have accumulated 
on their books since before Christmas. 
When these goods have been shipped, and 
the room which they creepy is made 
available, the trade here wil be in much 
better shape to operate. 

Winter patents, straights, clears and 
extras, on the spot, near by and to ar- 
rive from the west, nominally range re- 
spectively at $4@4.25, $3.50@3.75, 
$3.15@3.40 and $2.40@3.10. These fig- 
ures are the same as those of a week ago, 
but it is rarely, indeed, that the outside 
prices can be obtained. Ten cents lower 
than the extreme limits would probably 
bea safer guide. Mills are asking the 
outside figures in most cases, it is true, 
but that don’t make a market, by a 
large majority. The market price for a 
thing is what it will bring, not what is 
wanted for it, as is too often imagined. 
I endeavor, therefore, to quote what 
stuff will fetch -here, and not what the 
mills ask Gr want for it. I hear much 
about what flour will bring in New York, 
but, aside from the retail quotations, 
which are invariably given on certain 
brands and which do not reflect the 
wholesale market in any way, it will be 
found that Gotham is relatively no high- 
er than Baltimore.

A. W. Reed, a prominent grain mer- 
chant of this city, will leave for Florida 
next week with his wife, to be gone the 
rest of the winter. On their return, it is 
their purpose to go to Europe. 

Harry E. White, junior member of the 
flour firm of White & Co., whose mar- 
riage was noted in this correspondence 
some weeks ago, has returned from his 
wedding trip.

board of Baltimore underwriters, in regard to 
transferring insurance policies on grain stored in 
one elevator, to make them cover grain held in an- 
other elevator. Committees repessennines the ex- 
change and the underwriters held a long confer- 
ence on the subject without reaching any agree- 
ment. The committee of the exchange consisted 
of Blanchard Randall, E. C. Heald, Edson M, 
Schry ver, Walker Kirwan and James Clark. The 
underwriters’ association of Baltimore has here- 
tofore issued two kinds of policies on grain held 
in the elevators. One is a yearly policy, on which 
the premium is 24% ger cent. On account of the 
reduced rate at which it is issued, this policy spe- 
cially states that it is not transferable. To this 
the grain men do not object, The other is what 
is known as the short-term policy, and is issued 
to run three months, at a quarterly premium of 1 
per cent, or 4percentforthe year. The underwrit- 
ers have permitted grain men holding this short- 
term policy to transfer, it so as to make it cover 
grain in any elevator without extra cost. That 
is tosay,a grain dealer may have 1,000 bus wheat 
in an elevator. on which he takes out a three 
months’ policy. This wheat may be sold, and the 
same dealer may have a new consignment of the 
same quantity of wheat put in another elevator. If 
the policy had not expired the dealer could go to 
the insurance agent and have the policy trans- 
ferred without extra cost. At a meeting of the 
board of underwriters held about Jan. 1, an or- 
der was passed prohibiting the transfer of poli- 
cies and requiring the grain men to take out a 
separate policy for stock held in different eleva- 
tors. This order the grain men are fighting, 
They say its enforcement will work serious injury 
to the grain trade of Baltimore by imposing an 
additional and burdensome tax on the dealers, 
The insurance men say they have no wish to im- 
pose ee but that the practice of transfer- 
ring policies had become so extensive that it be- 
came necessary for the underwriters to protect 
themselves. So great is the opposition to the or- 
der among the grain dealers that there is serious 
talk of forming an insurance company among 
themselves, modeled after the Lloyd's system, if 
the order is continued in force, 

L. K. Passmore, who has charge of the 
Philadelphia branch house of the grain- 
exporting firm of I. M. Parr & Son, was 
on ‘change here yesterday.

MICHIGAN.

Twenty thousand barrels of flour and 
550 tons of feed, nearly two-thirds of 
which went to New England points, was 
the record of shipments for thelast week, 
which is a better showing than for some 
weeks past. Forward sales now reach a 
total of 35,000 bbls, with wheat stocks 
aggregating nearly 250,000 bus. The 
National Despateh had the lead in ton- 
nage, with the Canadian Pacific second. 
Local jobbing prices were without 
change to note, and the price paid farm- 
ers for wheat was within a fraction of a 
cent the same as for the previous week. 
Thoman & Bro. report wheat receipts 
from farmers about equal to current 
wants. No new flour orders were taken 
during the week, and old ones are run- 
ning short. Their mill made three-quar- 
ters time only for the week. The mills at 
the north end are going at the old pace, 
with wheat receipts about equal to daily 
requirements. Little new business has 
been taken during the week. A January 
thaw, which has been in progress for two 
days, threatens to ruin the excellent 
sleighing, and, with poor roads and a 
stationary wheat market, farmers will 
not be likely to market much grain. 

The mill and elevator of L. Corey, at 
Williamston, 14 miles from here, was dis- 
covered to be on fire at about 10 o’clock 
last Saturday night, and, in spite of the 
best efforts of the fire department, was 
wholly consumed. Themill had just been 
remodeled throughout, and the elevator 
was new, in fact, was not quite ready for 
grain, owing to a delay in receiving some 
supplies. he property was insured in 
millers’ companies for $10,000, with 
$4,000 on stock. Thecause of the fire 
is unknown, but it is thought to have 
been incendiary. 

Early on Friday night of this week, the 
mill of Hart & Clark, of Flushing, was 
discovered on fire, but energetic work by 
one of the owners with pails of salt wa- 
ter resulted in extinguishing the blaze be- 
fore it gained much headway, and the 
damage waslight. This fire originated in 
the boot of the first break elevator, the 
mill not being in operation at the time 
the fire was discovered. Two important 
things should be noted by interested par- 
ties in this connection: The first, that 
fires sometimes start in most unaccounta- 
ble and unlooked-for ways, and the sec- 
ond, that a barrel of salt water, ready 
for instant use at the moment of discov- 
ering a blaze, is worth a dozen fire de- 
partments 15 to 20 minutes after it has 
obtained a fair start. 

During the week I received a letter 
from Mr. Miles, secretary of the commit- 
tee appointed at a meeting held in De- 
troit last July, and with it a number of 
circulars containing a call for a winter 
wheat millers’ meeting, to be held in In- 
dianapolis Feb. 7. I mailed these circu- 


lars (the number sent was limited) to 





dealers on the corn and flour exchange and the 


likely to be interested, and recommend 
their careful perusal. This week’s North- 
western Miller (issue Jan. 27) contains 
much in correspondence (Ohio and In- 
diana) and editorial matter that should 
be given serious attention by winter 
wheat millers. I venture the opinion 
that if this meeting proves a failure from 
lack of attention by the parties most in- 
terested, it will be a long time before so 
favorable an opportunity again presents 
itself for advancing the interests of win- 
ter wheat millers all along the line. 
There is work which district and state 
organizations can not do and it is just 
this kind of work that the proposed new 
organization is aiming to tackle. It pro- 
poses to deal with questions which are of 
vital importance to all merchant millers 
making winter wheat flour, whether do- 
ing a foreign or domestic business. The 
men who have it in hand, and who are 
pushing the movement and doing all in 
their power to bring about a better state 
of things, are the foremost men in the 
trade. These men are practical, and have 
been in the vise longenough to know just 
where the thing pinches, and they think 
they know the remedy and how to apply 
it. They are today ready to take hold 
and go to any legitimate lengths with 


time and money to demonstrate their 
ability to do something that will 
be for the general betterment and 
advancement of the trade. My 


advice to the smaller merchant millers, 
who sometimes think they are not of suf- 
ficient account to cut a figure at such 
meetings, is, come to the front and give 
your influence and support to these men 
at thistime. They can not do anything 
to better their own condition that will 
not, at the same time, do you good. You 
can not do anything without their aid 
and support, and now is the time, when 
they are ready, to all pull together and 
make the thing go. The time is propi- 
tious, the circumstances favorable, and 
every condition demands that this oppor- 
tunity tomake an honest effort to correct 
long-standing abuses be not allowed to 
pass unimproved for lack of support and 
encouragement. Go to the meeting, or, 
at least, respond favorably to Mr. Miles’ 
inquiries, thereby putting yourselves on 
record as willing to aid the movement 
when the details shallhave been perfected. 
A. Hoag & Co., Ionia, have sold their 
interest in the Prairie Creek mill to Wil- 
liam Mansfield, of same place. 

Since the death of J. Jenks, who was 
president of the J. Jenks Co.,Sand Beach, 
George W. Jenks, who was vice president, 
has succeeded to the presidency, and C. S. 
Nims has been elected vice president, Bela 
W. Jenks remaining secretary and treas- 
urer. 

The boiler in Barrow Bros.’ grist mill, 
at Blissfield, exploded last Saturday with 
great force, doing much damage to that 
and adjoining property. Mr. Barrow, 
the engineer, was blown 20 feet, and nine 
other persons were injured, though, 
strange to say, none of them fatally. 


William Reed, manager of the Alma 
mill, says: ‘‘We find the flour demand 
good. Wheat deliveries from farmers are 


light. Wewere down Thursday, on ac- 
count of water power. The matter of or- 
dering out flour that I brought up at the 
convention seems to havehad the desired 
effect, as we notice that all our competi- 
tors are now asking for directions for 
shipping to accompany their orders, or 
orders will not be received. Before bring- 
ing the matter up, our reply would invari- 
ably be: ‘Holly, Niles, Coldwater;Grand 
Rapids, Jackson, etc, will take théorder 
without any stipulation as to time of or- 
dering out.’ This week and the last two 
days of last week, however, we had no 
trouble in securing the orders and a limit 
as to holding for them.”’ 

E. Rutan & Co., Belding: ‘“‘Business 
has been very quiet the past week. Have 
run the mill daytime only. Flour buyers 
are very shy and bid prices, when they 
bid at all, below what we can secure 
wheat to sell at. Farmers are still hang- 
ing to the wheat and providing for urg- 
ent needs by selling beans and potatoes. 
We can not see how May wheat is to 
maintain its present heavy premium, in 
face of the present largesupplies and dull- 
ness of cash wheat, and flour buyers act 
as ere they thought likewise.”’ 

Voigt Milling Co., Grand Rapids: ‘There 
is nothing of importance here, only more 
snow. This season seems to try to make 
up for the last fourseasonsin the amount 
of snow. With all the good sleighing, 
farmers’ deliveries of wheat are unusually 
small for the amount back in their gran- 
aries. They are now all waiting for the 
opening of spring, and, if the crop out- 
look is then what it promises now, there 
will be a general selling, and we expect 
large deliveries. Orders for flour are not 
over-abundant, at prices that leave a 
margin. Millfeed is in good demand at 
fair prices. Can get more ordersthan we 
ean handle. The mills here are all going, 
though they are not rushing things, only 
making a. fair output. Should this 
amount of snow go off suddenly, there 
will be a big flood.”” M. A. REYNOLDs.

The output 
for the week is the largest since Nov. 19, 
but the coming week may witness a re- 
duction, as the inducements offered earli- 
er have disappeared. The weather, too, 
is less favorable, being damp, which ren- 
ders the wheat tough and more difficult 
to grind. The production for the week 
compares with that of preceding periods 
as follows:

The market has undergone no change 
of importance, though sellers are more 
willing to meet the views of buyers, and 
choice hard spring wheat patents offer at 
$4@4.10, with soft 10c less, and export 
grades in sacks at $3.40@3.50. Straights 
are dull, at $3.50@3.60 for choice bakers’, 
and $2.60@2.70 for export. Clears are 
held at $2.25@2.35 for hard, and $2@ 
2.10 for soft wheat product. Low 
grades are firm at $1.60@1.70, and mill- 
ers continue to run them into feed, in 
which form they bring more money. 
Winters are nearly nominal at $3.70@ 
3.80, and straights at $3.40@3.50, all in 
wood. Rye flour is freer at $3.10@3.25 
in wood and $2.50@2.75 in sacks, with 
an upward tendency. The difficulty at- 
tending shipments eastward, since the 
ice embargo on theeastshore, has tended 
to check business, which has been chiefly 
on export account, bakers’ and patents 
being the grades in demand. Domestic 
business continues light. 

The flour movement from the interior 
has been facilitated by the prevalence of 
milder weather, with two-thirds of the 
receipts over the Milwaukee road and the 
rest over the Northwestern and Central. 
Shipments have been largely by rail, via 
Chicago, as the Milwaukee & Eastern 
and the Vandalia have not been able to 
haridle anything, their ports on the east 
shore—St. Joseph and Benton Harbor— 
being hopelessly blockaded by ice, and 
they have shipped their freight by rail. 
The more. northerly ports have had less 
trouble, and the Flint & Pere Marquette 
took out 16,000 bbls, while the Grand 
Haven line, being in a more southerly 
direction, took 6,000 bbls. Neither line 
has taken any new business, however, 
and the change of wind in the past two 
days may bring the ice down the lake 
and prevent the resumption intended for 
Monday and Tuesday. Milwaukee con- 
tinues clear of ice, but the southeast 
wind may bring some from the other 
shore. 

The wheat movement continues liberal 
for this time of the year, and exceedsthat 
of preceding winters. Receipts are two- 
thirds by the Milwaukee road and one- 
third by the Northwestern. Shipments 
were chiefly all-rail via Chicago, by the 
Milwaukee line, and the only cargo 
shipped across thelake was to Ludington, 
which took 10,000 bus. The stock in 
store has been reduced 165,000 bus, of 
which 100,000 came from public eleva- 
tors, which hold 2,300,000 bus, and 
private houses 675,000 bus. The mar- 
ket is 1@2c lower, and May sold at 
TOY%@71%c, with July 14%4c above and 
cash 5@5l\4c below. Millers have bought 
freely of sample wheat, which sold at 70 
@74c for No. 1 northern, 72@73c for No. 
2 spring, 59@72e for No. 3 and 57@65¢ 
for No.4. Winter sold at 60@69c and 
mixed at 61@65ce. 

Ocean freights are drooping, and, 
though a fair business is reported, rates 
are slightly lower, as follows: Liverpool, 
28.91¢; London and Glasgow, 30.88¢; 
Bristol, 32c; Leith, 33.69¢; Antwerp, 
34.25¢; Amsterdam and Rotterdam, 35c; 
Hamburg, 41¢; Bremen, 43c; all based on 
23¢ inland, with lake transit and all-rail. 

Millstuff is firm and 25c higher, the de- 
cline at the close of the previous week 
having been recovered. Sacked bran sold 
at $13.25@13.50, and a choice article 
brought as high as $14, probably on 
an eastern order. Middlings ranged 
at $14@14.50, the outside figure being 
asked at the close. The demand is brisk. 
Coarse cornmeal in bulk on track is held 
at $17, and. ground feed at $15@18. 

The millers of Northern Wisconsin held 
& meeting at Oshkosh, Thursday, when 
general business matters were discussed. 

The Oshkosh millers were present, but the 
outside attendance was small. The out- 
put probably will not be curtailed ma- 
terially during the coming season, as 
business is moderately active.

There has not been much of a demand 
for flour the past week, the fact that 
wheat has shown a tendency of late to 
o lower having reduced the demand for 
our toa nominal basis and trade the 
last few days has been slow. During the 
recent upward movement, some operated 
quite freely, hence, they are not obliged 
to do much now in the purchasing line, 
while buyers who did not. fill up then are 
—s as little as possible, as most of 
them look for a.lower basis of values. 
Previous to the decline in wheat, while 
there had been no big trade, the demand 
for moderate amounts had been quite 
brisk, and buyers were more inclined to 
purchase round lots, the advance in 
wheat forcing them to give more atten- 
tion to flour supplies, but, as the higher 
orices of wheat were not maintained, 

uyers withdrew in great part and are 
now back on their old hand-to-mouth 
policy of buying. The higher prices of 
fiour are still maintained, although mill- 
ers’ agents here admit that they are un- 
able to dispose of any large lines, except 
at concessions of 10@15c per bbl, which 
would place prices about where they were 
before the recent advance was started, 
but millers are not willing to sell flour at 
prices equivalent to the quoted reduction 
of the prices of wheat. On the basis of 
May wheat, flour is worth about 15c¢ per 
bbl more than it was a month ago, and, 
as they have secured orders sufficient in 
bulk to keep their mills running for some 
time to come, it is not surprising that 
millers are very much indisposed toward 
accepting new business, which, as before 
stated, could only be done in a large way 
by selling at prices considerably under 
those at present quoted, and which are 
considered low. 

The foreign movement here the past 
week has been checked by the delay in 
the receipts caused by the severe weather 
which has prevailed, and which has great- 
ly delayed grain shipments forexport, as 
well as flour. 

The principal business in spring wheat 
patents for the week has been at $4.25@ 
4.60 per bbl for very nice flour, but some 
brands are nominally held at higher 

rices, some as high as $5 per bbl. In 
Minnesota bakers’ there has been a light 
demand at $3.25@3.50 per bbl for clears 
and $3.50@3.90 per bbl for straights. 
The best Michigan winter wheat patents 
sold in a small way at $4.30 per bbl, 
but some first-class i can be bought 
at $4.15@4.25 per bbl. New York flours 
are dull. Low grades are nominal. 

The corn market has been only moder- 
erately supplied with spot goods, and 
this has tended to keep valuessteady, un- 
der a quiet demand. For steamer yellow 
on track, billed to outside points, 54c¢ per 
bu is the price ruling as supplies are need- 
ed, but any pressure to sell would have 
to be at concessions. Other grades are 
ranging as to quality and color. The 
oat market has held in a fairly steady p ~ 
sition with the general demand quiet. 
Spot offerings arenot very large, and this 
has given a certain tone to values. No 
one is buying for speculative purposes at 
present prices, however, only just enough 
to supply immediate necessities. Millfeed 
is very firm, with the demand quiet. 


Sacked spring bran is quoted at $18.25 
@18.50 and sacked winter bran at 


19.50@19.75 per ton, with middlings 
quoted at $19@21 per ton, all to arrive. 

A. T. Safford, of Buffalo, superintend- 
ent of agencies of the Pillsbury-Washburn 
Flour Mills Co. was in town this week.

The comparative exports of wheat and 
flour are interesting in their details and 
results. In the six months ending Dec. 
31 last the export of wheat showed a 
decrease, as compared with the corre- 
sponding period in 1891, of 30,000,000 
bus, and flour gained 2,200,000. bbls. 
While flour is steadily gaining in export 
this month, as compared with 1892, the 
movement of wheat has largely decreased 
and is now quite light, considering our 
stocks in store. Nothing in wheat is ex- 
portable from this country but grades 
below what are called contract grades. 
The Kansas hard wheat is gaining 
friends abroad. Your northwestern lower 
grades may be exportable. 
Wheat is the basis of flour, of course.

The National Milling Co. has made 
equal to 13,300 bbls flour this week. Its 
sales have hardly reached its production, 
not because of a lack of foreign demand, 
but, rather, because of inadequate prices. 
Offers to purchase have considerably in- 
creased, but the managers have declined 
to respond to many of them, and are ask- 
ing 3@6d per sack of 280 Ibs more than 
Liverpool and Glasgow have bidden. As 
stocks abroad are reported decreasing, 
our friends are more confident of future 
prices. 

The Northwestern Milling Co. has made 
the usual weekly results, not up to the 
autumn output, but fully equal to the 
usual winter's grinding. The Toledo out- 
fit has manufactured equal to 3,000 bbls, 
and those at Loudonvilleand Mount Ver- 
non 2,000 bbls. The farmers’ deliveries 
at the country mills have increased 
somewhat, under the good sleighing con- 
dition of the roads. The sales have 
been principally for domestic. consump- 
tion, and® have more than equaled the 
output, at fairly remunerative prices. 
What has added to the profits is a fur- 
ther advance of 50¢@$1 per ton on mill- 
feed, and rather easier ocean freight rates. 

The other three Toledo mills have 
turned out equal to 2,400 bbls, and have 
found a ready market for it for domestic 
consumption. The aggregate output of 
Toledo for the week is 18,700 bbls. 

The receipts of wheat today at Minne- 
apolis and Duluth are 178,817 bus, and 
at five other western points 312,413 
bus; total 491,230 bus. On the corre- 
sponding day in 1892 the receipts at the 
same points were 373,455 bus, including 
247,914 bus of northwestern wheat, 
leaving, as the movement at five other 
western points, 125,571 bus, compared 
with 312,413 bus today. Receipts at 
Chicago and Milwaukee today are 114,-

There is scarcely a miller in the city who 
is not behind his orders. This is not 
caused, however, by any extraordinary 
demand on the part of the buyers, but 
merely by lack of water power, which 
prevents the millers from filling what few 
orders are received. The trade is, in fact, 
duller than it was last week. Owing to 
the wheat decline, the prices of flour are 
weaker. Buyers seem more reluctant 
than before to place large orders, there- 
fore some of the millers say they are not 
particularly chagrined at the low water. 
While they have only been running about 
one-third time or less, in most cases, they 
say it would have made little difference 
in their profits if they had shut down en- 
tirely. Prices range about as follows, f. 
o. b.: Spring wheat patent, $4. 30@4.40; 
bakers’, $3.25@3.40; winter w heat 
straight, $3.90@4. 

The exceptional cases where mills run 
more than one-third time are one or two 
of the smaller plants, with enough power 
for their capacity, and those that can 
supplement the water power by some- 
thing else. Chase, Armstrong & Shaw 
fitted up their electric motor in the Ar- 
cade mill, and this helps them out ma- 
terially. Mr. Chase says he would not be 
without such a motor for emergencies 
like this. J. Wilson & Co. haveused their 
steam plant. Whitney & Wilson have 
had the break in their engine repaired. 
Next week they intend to set the engine 
going at the Shawmut mill. 

J. A. Hinds & Co. have been practically 
shut down much of the week, on account 
of the breaking of a cable wheel. The 
damage has been: repaired, however, and 
the mill will be all right next week.

The millers esteemed him highly as a 
thoroughly honest and upright man. He 
was78 years old. In recent years he had 
become a firm believerin spiritualism and 
was somewhat noted in that respect.

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CORRESPONDENCE DESIRED. 
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[Special Correspondence.} 


All millers seem to be thinking of Indi- 
anapolis, and it is a good subject to think 
about. If millers must stop to think, it 
is well that they should think of things 
that mean much to them. Everything 
points toward a large meeting, and a 
meeting of businesslike and earnest men. 
As an evidence of the earnestness shown, 
and the serious importance that millers 
attach to the coming conference, it might 
be well to say that requests have been 
coming in from millers that the excur- 
sions and banquets that have been the 
disorganizing features of meetings in the 
past be done away with and the time be 
given strictly to business. The requests 
of millers must and will be respected, and 
our kind friends in Indianapolis will 
please be good enough not to load us 
down with their hospitality. 

There are some objections to having 
men of influence and much political sagac- 
ity as stockholders in our milling prop- 
erties. The Isaac Harter Co. has Secre- 
tary of Treasury Foster, and said stock- 
holder and cabinet officer is also trustee 
of an asylum located in this state. The 
inmates of this asylum have been luxuri- 
ously fed on my friend Mennel’s flour, 
and the death rate issaid t6 be quite low 
at this havenfor millers. Unfortunately, 
the law does not allow us to be luxuri- 
ously fed when we are trustees for asy- 
lums and stockholders in mills. The 
combination is a bad one, or that is what 
somebody says, 80 he wants Secretary 
Foster to resign. But he won’t, for my 
friend Brown sold the flour that my friend 
Mennel made to another party, who then 
placed it, as an appetizer, before the hun- 
gry mouths at the asylum. 

John J. Whaley, who has been travel- 
ing for the Seiberling Milling Co. ever 
since the mill started, and has a host of 
friends in Ohio, New York and Pennsyl- 
vania, has resigned, owing to continued 
ill-health. We all miss him, but hope the 
rest. will do him so much good that he 
will be with us again in a few months, to 
help fight the enemy. 

Warder & Barnett, Springfield: ‘‘No 
wheat is moving. Are shut down, on 
account of ice in the race, however. We 
have plenty of flour on hand and a good 
local trade, which is grow ing, but con- 
signments east are N. G. 

T. J. Bloom & Son, New “Madison: 
“Quite a littl wheat is moving. The 
sleighing is excellent—better than for 
years—and people generally are taking 
ndvantage of it. fave just completed 
our semi-annual invoice, ready for the 
new year’s business, which we hope will 
be a little more profitable than that of 
the one just closed. The demand for 
buckwheat flour has been heavy the past 
ten days. Are selling at $2.50 per cwt 
in small lots. Are running steadily, 12 
hours, this week, and realizing fair prices. 
Millfeed of all grades is in very good de- 
mand. A. J. Klinger, miller of Green- 
ville, O., is putting in scalpers and cen- 
trifugals. 

Hicks-Brown Co., Mansfield: ‘‘Fortu- 
nately we have, so far through the 
month, been able to run almost full time 
every day, and now have quite a little 
bunch of orders on hand, with the pros- 
pect that we can finish the month on full 
time. While the orders we are getting 
are not at any great profit, it is far 
ahead of being obliged to shut down and 
do nothing. We wish we could write 
you a nice general letter, as you put it, 
but we believe if any one were to do that 
about the milling business it would have 
to be somewhere out of the state of Ohio, 
or, at least, we have not heard of any 
such place where it could be done. Pos- 
sibly after the meeting at Indianapolis, 
Feb. 7, we may be able to write yousuch 
a letter, from the good results obtained 
from having such a meeting. At least, 
we hope such will be the case.” 

Durst Mill Co., Dayton: “‘No wheat 
moving. Hope to see you at the Indian- 
apolis meeting. The flour trade is get- 
ting dull again, on account of the de- 
cline in wheat the past week. Have no 
trouble in selling millfeed now at good 
prices. It looks as though milling is 
going to be a drug for the next thirty 
days again.” 

Warwick & Justus, Massillon: “But 
very little wheat is coming in. We are 
heartily in favor of the forming of a win- 
ter wheat millers’ association, and are 
right in line with your suggestions, and 
sincerely hope that you will be able to 
bring your plan to a successful issue.” 

Shelby Mill Co., Shelby: “There is a 
free movement of wheat. We are run- 
ning full timeand capacity. Haveplenty 
of orders. The demand for feed is good 
and the market advancing. Present re- 
ceipts of wheat are much better than 

those of two months ago, owing to a 
considerable part being of the crop of 
1891.”

We hope to be able to attend the millers’ 
convention at Indianapolis.” 

Barney, DeMoss & Co., Coshocton: ‘‘Re- 
ceipts are somewhat improved, but are 
still light. Heavy ice and low water shut 
us down ten days, but we are running 
strongly now.

Hicks-Brown (Co., Mansfield: “Your 
circular letter received, in which you state 
that there will be a meeting of the w inter 
wheat millers at Indianapolis, Feb. 7, 
1893, in which you ask us to be repre- 
sented. We fully realize the urgency of 
the meeting, and we trust there will be a 


big and general attendance of all the]; 


millers in the winter wheat country, as 
we believe a league can be formed, and, if 
we could have a large attendance, and 
the matter is fully discussed, pro and con, 

as to the situation of the winter wheat 
mills,that great good will be the result and 
a league be formed that can work almost 
miracles in the reviving of one of the big- 
gest industries in the United States, that 
has now fallen into almost a bankrupt 
condition, on account of the many things 
that it has to contend with at the pres- 

ent time. We will be there, and trust 
that our friends in town here, and neigh- 
bors throughout the country will also at- 
tend the meeting.” 

Ann Arbor (Mich.) Milling Co.: ‘‘We 
shall be unable to be present at the meet- 
ing to be held at Indianapolis, but are 
heartily in sympathy with the purpose for 
which it is held. Weshall be pleased to 
join your league, and we authorize you 
to place e our name on your list of mem- 
bers, if the conditions of organization are 
anything within reason, as we presume 
they w ill be. Our capacity is 200 bbls 
per day.” 

McDaniel & Co., Franklin, Ind.: ‘We

NEW YORK CITY.

The same old story is to be repeated 
from New York. There is really very 
little that is new in the situation, and 
very little doing. Buyers have been dis- 
couraged in the wheat market so many 
times that they have no particular en- 
thusiasm to buy, except where they geta 
good bargain, and they do not now look 
for bargains in more than car lots, at the 
outside. The feeling that wheat can never 
rally permeates the market, and there is 
but little prospect for any improvement 
in demand in flour without changes in 
wheat. If wheat rises there is likely to 
be good buying, as stocks held by the 
trade are not large and they are watch- 
ing every movement of the dial closely, 
but for this week the movements of the 
dial have not been satisfactory. It takes 
money to buy flour, and they would 
rather see the other fellow lose the inter- 
est on his money, as well as a portion of 
his profits. Where the flour can be turned 
over there is some business, and this 
style of trade now constitutes the greater 
bulk of the transactions in the New York 
flour market. There is no particular 
change in the tone of either winter or 
spring wheats. While one is dull, the 
other is flat, or perhaps they are both 
flat. What trade there is is largely in 
spring bakers’ and patents and winter 
straights. The prices on all grades are. 
raise below the recent top asking 
prices, and at this figure the market is 
steadily held, on instructions from the 
mills, notwithstanding the fact that the 
merchants have positive orders, when 
there is enough flour ready toslip through 
their fingers, to fill the demand 5c from 
the asking prices if there is a bid. Occa- 
sional lots of spring wheat flours have 
been sold at $4.45 for the standard good 
grades, but these are the exceptions 
rather than the rule. 

The state of the foreign market offers 
no encouragement, and export orders are 
not within 5@10c¢ per bbl. The engage- 
ment on Thursday of 10,000 bbls by 
Grunell, Muturn & Co. gave rise to some 
talk about renewed business, but the 
rate was private and said to have been 
very cheap indeed. In fact, it is alleged 
that it is relatively as cheap for flour as 
# penny on wheat is to Liverpool. There 
is more or less flour wanted all the time, 
but it is wanted at very favorable terms, 
and orders are put in so as to catch the 
reactions, and not the market. A little 
business is doing for the West Indies. 
The city mill trade of late, aside 
from the local business in patents, is, to 
avery large extent, in low grades. The 
export movement of flour the past week 
has shown a very marked falling off, and 
for the four ports has been 157,900 bus.

Grain receipts here are not heavy, 100 
cars about covering the wheat and corn 
receipts for the week. There is in store 
here today 1,528,428 bus wheat and 
810,548 bus corn. Yesterday’s wheat 
receipts were 62 cars, against 78 for the 
corresponding day of 1892, and the Jan- 
uary receipts will show about that ratio 
of decline. On account of light receipts 
now, the heaviest spring receipts ever 
brought here are expected, and the rush 
will begin as soon as winter breaks and 
country roads get in condition for haul- 
ing. 

On Friday the commercial exchange, 
by unanimous vote, endorsed Ex-Goy. 
Crittenden for minister to Mexico. This 
action was taken by grain men because 
Mr. Crittenden isa KansasCity man, and 
because they believe that if he is appoint- 
ed to the Mexican mission, Kansas City 
will have an ardent friend to urge her 
trade ambitions in Mexico. It is the de- 
sire of Kansas City merchants to control 
the import breadstuff demand of Mexico. 
They have practically done so for two 
seasons, and feel competent to maintain 
their position in the trade, vet they de- 
cline to overlook any chance to send a 
friend to court. 

On. Jan. 25 the Santa Fe met the 50¢ 
rate made by the Southern Pacific on 
barley from the Pacific coast to Chicago. 
The Santa Fe, in meeting this rate, throws 
it open to Colorado, Missouri river and 
Mississippi river points, and it is believed 
that the cutting will vet be extended to 
wheat. Shoukl that happen,a great deal 
of coast wheat will be rushed to New Or- 
leans via Kansas City. 

Randolph M. Davis, secretary and treas- 
nrer of the R. T. Davis Mill Co., of St. Jo- 
seph, Mo., on Jan. 25 wedded Miss Mary 
Fairleigh of that place. Mr. Davis is 
president of the Commercial club of St. 
Joseph and its youngest member. He is 
well known and highly regarded among 
business men of the southwest. The sis- 
ter of his bride was, at the same time, 
—— to Charles F. Enright, also of 

Joseph, and both couples are now 
ser their honeymoon atSt. August- 
ine, Fla. 

General Freight Agent W.C. Stith, of 
the Missouri Pacific, said yesterday: ‘I 
think there will be a meeting in St. Louis 
next Wednesday of the southwestern as- 
sociation, and I expect to see the devel- 
opment of a tonnage plan scheme. There 
is a Movement on foot to include a large 
portion of the old trans-missouri terri- 
tory in this association, the plan, I be- 
lieve, being to take in the business origi- 
nating on and destined to points on the 
lines of the Missouri Pacific, Frisco and 
Ft. Scott. This arrangement would not 
only include the business in Missouri and 
Kansas, but the Indian Territory and 
part of Colorado. The Missouri, Kansas 
«& Texas and the Cotton Belt will also be 
taken in if the plan is adopted.” 

Should this happen, the western freight 
association will have something to think 
about not calculated to induce pleasant 
dreams. Kansas grain men arenot over- 
joyed at the outlook, but think if the 
above plan carries, a good entering 
wedge will have been started. 

Michael Wheeler, proprietor of the Mor- 
ganville (Kan.) roller mill, was in the 
city today, investigating the grain and 
flour trade. Mr. Wheeler says he has no 
complaint to make of the business of 1892, 
but that 1893 is starting in rather dull.

Operating the G. C. Washburn Flouring Mills A, B&C. 
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[Special Correspondence.] 

There is still reason for believing that 
the output of flour this year is much less 
than was at first reported. The price of 
feed is not only very firm and hardly 
quotable in some instances, on account 
of inability to obtain it at all, but coop- 
ers are far from being as busy as usual. 
The reports are conflicting this week. 
Some mills appear to be doing full time, 
while others are idle. None of the Black 
Rock mills are running. One is closed 
permanently, another is set for rye and 
there is very little money in rye flour, 
while the third is shut down, on account 
of difficulty with ice. There is complaint 
rom ice such as has not been heard here 
for many years. Niagara Falls, Lock- 
port, Rochester, in fact, anywhere that 
there are mills run by water, it is impos- 
sible to keep the wheels in full running 
order. Since Christmas there has been no 
let-up. It is rather costly business and 
may last till April. The demand for flour 
is not very strong and thereports of sales 
being made ahead must be taken with 
allowance, for they are not always fol- 
lowed by orders for the flour. The flurry 
in wheat two weeks ago has not yet dis- 
appeared from the flour market. Some 
mills obtained a 30c advance on patent 
for a short time, and bakers’ grades ad- 
vanced in something like corresponding 
ratio. There has, for a long time, been a 
tendency for bakers’ and low grades to 
accumulate, and low figures have had to 
be made on them, but, when the price 
went back last week, an attempt was 
made to adjust the bakers’ grades, with 
what seems to have been fairly good suc- 
cess. There is a diversion this week in 
the Duluth wheat trade. The Duluth 
owners grew tired of slow sales and 
dropped the limit to Yc below Chicago 
May for No.1 northern, then, when the 
wheat began to sell, they raised it again to 
the May price, saying they could not afford 
to sell it so low; they would keep it first. 
This completely shut off one of our most 
active grain dealers. Hehad been selling 
briskly at the decline, but is doing noth- 
ing now. The bulls are growing scarcer 
every day. Having no holdings that are 
not sold against, our dealers are free to 
express their opinions, and all are look- 
ing for decidedly lower figures before 
spring. ‘There is still no change in the 
price of flour for city consumption. Fol- 
lowing is the regular price to retailers:

Retail prices are 50¢ per bb] above these quota- 
tions. In lots of 25 bbis a reduction of 25c per bbl 
is allowed. Branin bulk ranges at $15.75@16.25 
and middlings bring $16.75@18. 

The amount of grain in store is 4,187,- 
575 bus wheat, 399,045 bus corn, 91,158 
bus oats and 96,158 bus rye, against 
4,507,818 bus wheat, 471,937 bus corn, 
89,158 bus oats and 102,404 bus rye 
last week and 2,824,414 bus wheat, 49,- 
109 bus corn, 12,967 bus oats and 139,- 
592 bus rye a year ago. Duluth wheat 
decreased 238,051 bus, leaving 2,802,154 
bus in store, against 2,743,438 bus a 
year ago. The decrease of Duluth wheat 
is twice the average for the season. The 
total decrease is so heavy that it_indi- 
cates very light receipts of carwheat. In 
fact, there has been very little coming in 
for some time. The corn movements are 
better, amounting to about 50 cars aday. 

Reports from the flour agencies are very 
flattering, just now, to the Kewaunee 
route. Villsbury is getting flour over that 
line from Minneapolis in seven days, 
which is ahead of anything ever done by 
any route previous to this time. It may 
be that somebody has taken to looking 
after business over that line and means 
to make a record. <A large lot of Pills- 
bury flour is just in, via Kewaunee and 
the Nickel Plate. 

The fight over the Kewaunee differen- 
tial is as hot as ever. The Lackawanna 
people charge the New York Central with 
being at the bottom of it and say they 
will never give up the 2c advantage they 
have enjoyed ever since they used to cross 
at Manitowoc, and, if the Grand "runk 
or any other link in the route pulls out, 
a line will be built from the Toledo, Ann 

Arbor & Northern Michigan connection 
through the Sarnia tunnel all the way to 
Buffalo, if needed, and the new link will 
be turned over to the Canadian Pacific. 
This threat, if it has anythinginit, ought 
to hold the Grand Trunk as firm as a 
rock. The meeting on the subject, which 
was set to octur here last week, has been 
indefinitely postponed. 

There is the usual uncertainty of the 
season in elevator and canal matters. It 
hardly looks now as though the big 
Central elevator would be built, especially 








as the company seems not to have been 
stocked high enough to much more than 
cover the site. Last season was a profit- 
able one in the elevating business, inspite 
of reports to the contrary. The pros- 
pect of the building or leasing of an ele- 
vator by the canal menis not at all good, 
as canal'men seldom agree on anything. 
Chicago is still offering grain for canal 
shipment. Receivers have taken some, 
and boats have been placed, at 4%4c 
for wheat to New York to load on their 
second trip. No opening rate has been 
made. If the heavy icein the lakes re- 
mains late, as seems likely, the boats 
will get ready for the ¢ ‘hicago fleet on its 
arrival, which is not usually the case. 

Country mils are running very slowly 
this cold weather. Farmers are again 
holding back their wheat, which brings 
but 73@74ec at the mills. 

The effort to establish the sale of out- 
side flour in the city continues. The 
Yerxa grocery firm,of whieh Agent Will- 
iams, of the Washburn-Crosby Co., is a 
member, has been booming the ‘Gold 
Medal” flour and one day lately sold it 
= retail at $5 per bbl, bargain-day fash- 
on. 

The supply of Northwestern flour is al- 
ready very limited, compared to summer 
stocks. Pillsbury has a quantity in 
wood, but nobody else has much of a 
supply. The Duluth Imperial agency is 
ordering everything direct from the mill 
and the Northwestern Consolidated is 
getting rail flour in quantity. 

The Banner mill is one of the few here 
that is running on fast time. Boiler re- 
pairs kept it idle nearly a week lately, 
and, in order to catch up, the mill has 
since run without stopping, seven days 
in the week. 

J. F. Roberts, a London flour broker, 
formerly with Klein, the great flour deal- 
er, was here this week, looking for con- 
signments. 

There has been quite an unusual num- 
ber of visitors here this week. Cc. 
Church, manager of the Duluth Imperial, 
was here two days; Charles F. Fox, 
treasurer, and_ E. J. Bliss, New England 
agent, of the Northwestern Consolidated 
Co., were here on Thursday, both going 
east; W. R. Gregory, advertising agent 
of the Northwestern Miller, is here for a 
few days; W. H. Hunter, a Chice ago grain 
dealer, was on ’change early in the week; 
Messrs. Stone, Angle and Davis, Roches- 
ter mijlers, were here looking after wheat. 
The ice blockade there is not quite as bad 
as formerly. 

Lockport is again at work onthe prob- 
lem of a milling and water supply canal 
from the Niagara. The project has been 
up several times, but is still a project. 
There is indication thatit will gothrough 
before long. 

S.S. Guthrie, a board of trade grain 
dealer, has been ill for some time. N.C. 
Simons, head of the grain firm of Simons 
& Co., has been laid up for some weeks, 
but is out again.

It is yet too early in the season to as- 
certain anything definitely as to the con- 
dition of the growing wheat. The ap- 
prehension of some of the leading farmers 
is that it has suffered considerably, ow- 
ing to the severity of the weather and 
lack of snow as a protection. The ad- 
vance, with the succeeding inevitable de- 
cline, have blasted the hopes of the farm- 
er holding for higher prices. The inclina- 
tion is to sell, as increased marketing the 
past week would indicate. 

The. Barnard & Leas Co., through its 
agent, R. C. Stone, is remodeling the mill 
of the Springfield Milling Co., which was 
seriously damaged by fire in November. 
It will be made a complete plansifter mill, 
with capacity of 200 bbls per day, the 
former capacity being 100 bbls. 

The Queen City Milling Co. is running 
full time, with a good supply of orders. 
It is contemplating some repairs in the 
near future. 

The Eisenmayer Milling Co., which add- 
ed some new machinery during the holi- 
days, is running full time, making 450 
bbls per day, with plenty of orders ahead. 
It complains, however, at the prices ob- 
tainable. 

The new millin course of erection at 
Greenfield, Mo., will soon be ready to 
start. 

The Likins Milling Co., Ash Grove, is 
running half time. W.C. Likins complains 
bitterly at the prices of flour. 

Rudolph Finke, superintendent of the 
Cowgill & Hill mills, at Carthage, writes 
that, they are running only one of the 
ills, owing to the close market and lack 
“of profit.

Ship- 
ments, too, were better, 136,469 bus this 
week, against 124,304 bus jast. Stocks 
are greatly reduced, owing to the burn- 
ing of the Carondelet elevator, and foot 
up today 5,303,737 bus, against 6,344,- 
914 bus lastSaturday. Inspections were 
below the average, amounting to 281 
cars and 1,190 sacks. Of this, 76 cars 
and 368 sacks graded No. 2 red, 77 cars 
and 521 sacks No. 3 red, 15 cars No. 4, 
13 cars and 301 sacks rejected and 8 cars 
no-grade. In hard wheat, 80 cars No. 2 
and 7 cars No. 3 were graded. All other 
inspections were very light. Withdraw- 
als from the elevators were 49,120 bus, 
10,899 bus for city consumption and the 
rest, 38,221 bus, for rail shipment.

A good deal of the heading now arriving 
in Minneapolis is green and not in prime 
condition. 

James Kennedy now has a cooper force 
of 25 men, 20 of whom are making flour 
barrels. This is a hand shop. 

The Acme shop is bothered about get- 
ting elm staves fast enough, being shut 
down Monday and Tuesday on this .ac- 
count. 


The North Star shop on Saturday laid 
off the hired coopers it has lately been 
employing, about 17, as it is not able to 
secure stock fast enough. 

P.J. Downs has withdrawn from the 
Sixth Street shop, thecompany absorbing 
the stock. Mr. Downs has been working 
in the shop at Shakopee, Minn. 

W. H. Ford, the Chicago cooper, a few 
days since wrote here for six coopers to 
work on oatmeal barrels. The pay is ‘Se 
on barrels with six patent hoops, and 6¢ 
on kegs with 4 patent hoops. 


One shop manager, when told Tuesday 
about the report of parties paying 6¢ per 
set for heading at Minneapolis, said he 
knew of nobody who had reached that 
point. He deplored the policy of setting 
afloat such stories, as he argued that 
there was only about so much heading 
available; and, no matter how high a 
price was - offered, supplies could not be 
obtained any more easily. He regarded 
5e as practically the highest figure so far 
paid. 

The shops did about the same business 
with the mills last week as they did in the 
week before. The make of barrels showed 
an increase of 4,000, but, even then, lacked 
3,000 of being equal to the number sold. 
Supplies of barrel stock are still inad- 
equate, and the shops are steadily com- 
pelled to restrict their output in conse- 
quence. The mills are barely able to get 
what they need from day to day.

The stress for heading seems to increase 
rather than diminish. Nearly all theshops 
are inthesameboat. Notenough is being 
made to go around, and there is continu- 
ous rustling on the part of managers to 
keep their: factories going, even at a re- 
duced output. Those having on hand 
more than a few days’ supply are the ex- 
ception. One shop here recently entered 
into a contract for what it will need until 
July 1 next, at 5e per set. Dealers are 
beginning to ask for a price above 5c for 
prompt shipment, and report is current 
that some shops of Minneapolis are 
already paying more than that. A Wis- 
consin firm has magnaniously offered to 
sell at Gc. Elm staves are following in 
the wake of heading, and, for shipment 
before March, are not easily obtained at 
$7.25 per M. Some dealers who have 
contracts with local coopers are very 
much behind on shipments, and not a

market, and dealers are very bullish in 
their views, in many instances asking 
$7.50 per M. For delivery after May, 
however, manufacturers are anxious to 
sell at $6.75, and coopers are looking for 
a low range of prices next summer. The 
use of rock elm from Wisconsin is rather 
on the increase, and, to some degree, it is 
taking the place of oak staves. The lat- 
ter are being less used right along, and at 
present compose a very small item in the 
total consumption. .They are quotable 
at 14¢ per set. Hickory hoops are firmer, 
and, in two cases at least, $7.50 has been 
paid by shops for future delivery. Inone 
of these cases, however, the shop receives 
them only as its current consumption re- 
quires, paying spot cash as deliveries are 
made. This relieves the shop of the neces- 
sity of piling up a stock of hoops, and in- 
curring a considerable expense in the way 
of insurance, interest, etc. Patent hoops 
are still coming in more slowly than the 
cooper would like to have them. In con- 
sequence, the shops are not infrequently 
compelled to use a grade of hoops inferior 
to what is wanteu. For the week ended 
Saturday. 4014 cars of flour barrel stock 
were reported received by the Minneapo- 
lis shops. Of these 22 cars were elm 
staves, 1 oak staves, 8% heading, 8 
shaved hoops and 1 patent hoops.

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The demand for Lake Superior flour 
has not improved sufficiently to warrant 
a heavy output by mills here. The week's 
production amounts to 10,189. bbls, 
against 16,688 bbls for the correspond- 
ing week last year, and 9,982 bbls a week 
ago. The Imperial and Gill & Wright’s 
Duluth mill are the only ones running to- 
day. Foreign markets are out of line 
with the domestic trade, and millers are 
devoting their attention almost exclus- 
ively to the home fields. The domestic 
demand for flour is improving, while 
markets abroad are reported not so good 
as they were a week ago. Prices are off, 
in sympathy with those of wheat, and 
there is little in sight at present that can 
be construed as encouraging to millers. 
Feed and millstuffs are higher, compara- 
tively than flour, and a good demand for 
this product is reported. Shipments for 
the week were 14,691 bbls,cagainst 16,- 
372 bbls the week before. Of these 7,600 
sacks were exported. There are now in 
store here 25,777 bbls, against 30,279 
bbls a week ago. 

The Imperial mill started Friday morn- 
ing, after two weeks’ idleness. The Free- 
man mill ran all the week till Thursday 
forenoon, when a large pulley on one of 
the main shafts broke, necessitating a 
shut-down. The pulley was about 70 
inches in diameter, with a face of 380 inch- 
es. No one was injured by the accident. 
It is thought thesurface of the pulley was 
too thin for the power that was put up- 
onit. A new wheel is being cast, and’ it 
is hoped to get the mill running again 
Wednesday. 

The output of mills here is going parti- 
ally across-lake and some of it via Chica- 
go. Shippers are somewhat handicapped 
by the closing of the Milwaukee line be- 
cause of the severe weather. The Ke- 
waunee and Manitowoc routes, however, 
yet remain open and are caring for all 
business that comes their way.

Cash wheat closed today unchanged 
from the figure that ruled a week ago. 
January is Yc off and May %Ke. July 
wheat was quoted for the first time in 
this market last Wednesday, but there is 
ho trading in it yet. Both grades are 
held firm, with buyers at 21%4¢ premium 
over May. The market held fairly steady 
all the week, with the tendency upward, 
until the close on Friday, when cash 
Wheat was 14c¢ above the lowest point 
of the week and May was advanced ce. 
This market opened le off Saturday 
morning and partly followed the sharp 
decline at Chicago. Trading was semi- 
panicky, principally in the May future. 
Business in cash wheats was very light 
all the week. The mills, running lightly, 
are taking little grain. Our stocks show 
an increase of 63,736 bus for the week, 
against an increase of 200,220 bus for 
the corresponding week last year. The 
Market today closed Ye below Satur- 
day’s, except on the lower grades of cash 
stuff, which were bid up at the close by 
Spencer, without getting any wheat. 
No. 3 closed 134¢ higher, at 56c, and _re- 
jected 24c higher, at 50c. The spread 
between the price of the May future at 
Chicago and here has again narrowed 
down. The Duluth market has been held 
firm, while Chicago hasdeclined. A week 
ago Chicago was paying 53¢c more than 


Duluth for May wheat, on Friday paid 
554¢ more, but on Saturday and today 
this has been whittled down to a differ- 
ence of about 5c.

Wheat. receipts for the week were 93,- 
280 bus and shipments 3,282 bus, against 
receipts of 279,330 bus for the corre- 
sponding week last year and shipments 
of 27,332 bus. A week ago wheat re- 
ceipts were 289,731 bus and shipments 
7,047 bus. Elevators still have room for 
grain already contracted. The 800 cars 
of wheat expected last week by the Lake 
Superior Elevator Co. did not arrive, and 
are now expected this week. They will 
come via the Great Northern. The Min- 
kota and Lake Superior mills’ elevators 
will soon be ready to take wheat. These 
will make about 400,000 bus extra ca- 
pacity.

Another member of the legislature has 
introduced a measure, which, if carried 
into effect, would be at theexpense of the 
state. The measure provides that Minne- 
sota inspectors shall makeno inspections 
outside the state. At no place in Minne- 
sota, except Duluth, do the inspectors go 
into another state to do any part of 
their work. This is done at the request 
of the owners of the elevators on the 
Wisconsin side, at West Superior, and 
the elevator companies conduct their 
business under the regulations of the 
Minnesota inspection department. These 
elevators are owned and controlled by 
Minnesota people. A good half of the 
revenue from the Duluth office of the in- 
spection department comes from Wis- 
consin inspections. Minnesota should 
be the last to object. Wisconsin has oc- 
casion for legislation in this direction, if 
she would be rid of Minnesota inspection. 
This, and similar bills, Inspector Fulton 
regards as introduced simply to getsome 
one to ‘call and see their authors.” 
similar one, at least, so regarded here, is 
the plan proposed of making the ware- 
house commissioners elective, and thus 
affording opportunity for the placing of 
incompetents in this important body. 

The Northwestern Despatch is a new 
line, whose agents have been here bidding 
for business via Kewaunee. This line 
covers the same territory named in the 
Great Western line book. Shipments are 
routed from Frankfort via the Grand 
Trunk, from Hamburg, Mich., care the 









Buffalo. Shipments via the Northwest- 
ern Despatch take the regular differential | 
rate of 2c per 100 Ibs, whether bulk is 
broken or whether shipments are loaded 
in cars. 

Ocean rates remain practically steady 
and unchanged. Comparatively little 
tonnage is demanded by shippers here. 
More room is offered than is desired, and 
rates rule accordingly easy. Rates ob- 
tainable this morning for immediate 
shipment from these points through to 
destination were as follows, in cents per 
100 Ibs: Liverpool, 40.81; London, 
42.81; Leith, 46.56; Glasgow,42.81; Am- 
sterdam, 44.50; Bristol, 43.75. 

There has been noinquiry yet for chart- 
ers to load upon the opening of naviga- 
tion. A number of boats have been of- 
fered at 3Yc@3\c per bu for wheat to 
Buffalo. The lake is frozen for many 
miles, and an early opening of naviga- 
tion can not be looked for. There were 
few storms in the early winter, and none 
coming from a direction that would cre- 
ate a very heavy sea at this end of the 
lake. The ice that formed in December 
has not yet been broken up and is now 
so solid that it is not likely to be moved 
by any force until the rays of the spring 
sun have weakened it. Very little snow 
has fallen to keep the ice thin. 

Vessel agerits are returning from their 
regular winter hegira to the east, and are 
already engaged in preparations for a 
very active season of business immediate- 
ly following the opening of navigation. 
There will then be at least 17,500,000 
bus wheat stored here, ready to be moved 
eastward, besides considerable other 
grain, and a big reserve of wheat in coun- 
try warehouses that will be forwarded 
the instant it is known that theelevators 
here can take care of it. Capt. J. T. Rose 
returned last Wednesday and H. B. Ear- 
hart is again in Duluth. Capt. Angus 
McDougall has been back a week or 
more now, and Capt. Frederick N. La 
Salle. of La Salle & Wolvin, will be here 
probably this week. Capt. La Salle has 
quite a surprise in store for his friends. 
He is no longer a bachelor, andisnow on 
his way to Duluth with his bride from a 
short trip to the Pacific coast. He was 
married recently in Cleveland, but man- 
aged to carry out his campaign under di- 
rections from Gen. Cupid so that no one 
here, not even his business partner, Capt. 
Wolvin, has learned the name of the hap- 
py lady before her union with Capt. La 
Salle.

Little vet remains to be done in the 
new Lake Superior mill to place it in 
readiness for operation, except to get the 
belting in place and the big engine to- 
gether. The painters have concluded 
their work of putting about ten tons of 
white lead and oil on the interior of the 
mill, and the carpenters have practically 
completed the spouting. The bran and 
feed packers are in position and the 
millis almost ready to start. The belt 
men will begin their work this week and 
conclude it as soon as possible. Mechan- 
ics are now engaged in putting the parts 
of the big engine together. The smaller 
engine, which will be used to operate the 
elevator, cleaning machinery and electric 
lighting system,is in place. Theelevator 
and cleaning machinery are now hearly 
ready for actual operations, and a large 
crew of carpenters is hurrying the work. 
The elevator building proper, containing 
the machinery, is entirely separate from 
the building which contains the bins. 
The floors of the latter are placed about 
twelve inches above those of the other, 
and the machinery running from one to 
the other is joined by knuckles at the 
point where the two buildings join. These 
precautions have been taken to provide 
for possible settling of the building when 
the bins are filled. The elevator ma- 
chinery is the best that could be sug- 
gested by results obtained from the ex- 
tensive operations in mill and machinery 
construction of the Allis company. There 
are two receiving bins, each provided 
with a pair of scales, and sufficiently 
large to hold 1,200 bus wheat. It is er- 
timated that the elevator will be able to 
take in about 8,000 bus per hour. 
William Listman, of the William List- 











Delaware, Lackawanna & Western at 











Saturday, to look over the new mill at 
Superior. Charles Listmancameup from 
Chicago, returning Sunday. The elder 
Mr. Listman will remain a day or two 
longer. Machinery is now being placed 
in the mill. About a dozen carloads have 
arrived, and part of it is in place. Steam 
will be turned on this week, from a port- 
able boiler, so that workmen will find it 
comfortable enough to prosecute their 
work. The elevator is well up into the 
air, and crib work is about completed. 
Bricklayers are engaged upon the tall 
chimney, and the mill is fast assuming its 
proportions. By May 1, Mr. Listman 
expects to have the new mill in operation. 
It is quite likely that William M. Lang, 
who has been with Mr. Listman for some 
years at La Crosse, will be head miller of 
the new mill. Mr. Listman at. present 
has no intention of becoming a citizen of 
Superior. 

Work on the Anchor mill is about two 
weeks behind that on the Listman mill. 
The floors are being placed, and the 
building is being put into shape for the 
machinery men, who will soon’ take 
possession of it. The elevator for this 
mill will not be built this season. Mr. 
Todd has arranged for 100,000 bus 
of storage room in the new Belt Line ele- 
vator that is being built alongside the 
mill. Itis probable that arrangements 
will be made for spouting the grain to 
the mill, as the elevator is only 130 feet 
distant. Besides this, the mill will have 
room for the storage of 40,000 bus. 

The Russell-Miller Milling Co.’s Grand 
Republic mill at West Superior is now 
in the hands of the John T. NoyeCo., 
which is furnishing the machinery. (C. 
M. Harris, western manager forthe Noye 
company, was in West Superior for a 
short time last week, getting affairs in 
shape for beginning the millwright work 
on the mill. He will return, probably, 
this week, to begin the work of putting 
in the machinery, much of which has al- 
ready arrived. Millwrights will arrive 
from De Pere, Wis., where the Noye com- 
pany is completing a mill for J. P. Dous- 
man. Work has not yet begun on the 
elevator of the Grand Republic mill, nor 
will it until spring. 

The Minkota mill will be ready for op- 
eration as soon as the machinery can be 
putin. Some of it is now here. Steam 
will be turned on this week and the work 
of placing the machinery rushed. Nor- 
dyke & Marmon rolls will be used, 16 sets, 
double 9x30, George T. Smith reels and 
purifiers and Eureka cleaning machinery. 
The engines are here. They are from 
Sioux City, and are known as the Sioux 
City cross compound engines, of 250 hp. 
The mill and elevator will be driven by a 
central plant. The elevator is almost 
ready foruse. It has capacity for 150,- 
000 bus. 

Work on the two new elevators at Su- 
perior is being rushed. A dozen pile driv- 
ers are still at work sinking the piling. 
About 5,000 piles have already been driv- 
en, leaving about 2,000-yvet to be put in. 
The stone work has begun. Sixteen piers 
are now done on the foundation for the 
Belt Line elevator.
